HE Mulcoviie General Henke, who 
was at Plocia with General Rheen, is 
come hither; thofe Generals are both 
to go to Thorn, where the Muicovite 
Army increafes daily, and is co be rein- 
forc’d by the Troops under General R, vin:ki. 
General Hein continues here. The Coffacks nave 
joyn’d the Mufcovites at Mohylovia, and che Cal- 
mucks are expected there. 3000 Mulcovites com- 
manded by Prince Galliczin are arriv’'d at Minsk, 
whence they are to march towards Pecwicovia: A 
Biidge is making over the Viftula not far from be:ce, 
by Order of the Czar. Prince Wiefnowiski, Gere- 
ral of the Army of Lithuania, is arriv'd at Grodno. 
They write from Lemberg the 17th of February, 
that the chief Heads of the Act for confirming the 
Confederacy of Sandomir, are, I. Thar all thofe 
who are*in the adverfe Party, hall be exhor- 
ted to quit it, and concurr in the common De- 
fence. II. That all the Palatinates hall fend their 
Deputies to the Council, and to that End hhail 
affemble their particular Diets. III That Letters 
fha!! be fent to inform forreign. Pocentates and 
Courts of the Rights and Liberties of Poland, to 
the End they may acknowledge none for King of 
Poland but him who fhall be own’d and elect- 
ed by the free Suffrages of all the Eftates of the 
Republick. There are alfo divers Points relating 
to the Security of Pesfons and other Precautions, 
which were fuggefted by the Palatine of Podolia. 
Other Advices from Lemberg of the 23d advife, 
that the Czar arriv’d there the 19th with the Prince 
his Son and his whole Court, and afrer he had con- 
ferr’d with the Senators fec out from thence tbe 22d 
toreturn to Zolkiew: They add, that purfuant to 
the Refolutions taken the Great Council is to be 
transferr'd to Lublin, to meet there in May ; and 
that in Order thereto the Dies of the Palatinates 
are to be fummon’d to meet the 22d of this Momh, 
to nominate Deputies. The Names of the principal 
Perfons that appear’d in the great Council at Lem- 
berg, are as follows : The Primate of the Kingdom, 
the Bithop of Cujavia; the Palatines of Cracow, 
Brzeze, Cujavia, Volhinia, Podolia, Lublin, Belz, 
Mafovia, and Braclavia; the Captain of Samo- 
gitia ; the Caftellans of Lemberg, Lublin, Cami- 
niec, Volhinta, Lubaczevia, Bieck, Chelm, Pota- 
nieck, and Halicia ; the great Marfhal of Lithuania ; 
the Referendary, the Vice-Chancellor, the Liente- 
nant General of the Army, the Sword Bearer, the 
-Mafter of the Horfe, the Vice-Marthal, the chief 
Carver, and the Major General’of the Crown, the 
great Hunc{man of Li-huania, and feveral other De- 
puties, whofe Number is roo great to be inferred 
here. *Tis advis'd from Leifvig in Saxony, that 
the King of Sweden had prefs’d King Auguftus to 
perform the Conditions of the Treaty that remain 
to be executed ; declaring that if he did)nor make 
them gocd in a certain rime, he would take it for 
an Infraction of the Treaty. 

Warfaw, Mar. 5 They write from Lemberg, thar 
Prince Dolhorwcki, Envoy from the Czar, has had 
an Audlence of the great Council,tro whom he pre- 
fented a Letter on the part of his Mafter, contain- 
ing in Subftance new Affurances from rhar Prince, 
‘ That he will obferve the Alliance ntade with the 
* Republick, for maintaining ics'Liberties; that he 
* will reftore the Places in the Ukraine tha: formerly 
* belong’d to Poland; and that be will furnihh 
“the Sums he has promis’d, for pie 3 he Army 
-* of the Crown. After the reading this Lerter, the 
Primate and the Marfhal of the Confederacy re- 


count of their acknowledging Staniflaus. 
Body of Mufcovites that is about Thotn, have 


turn’d Thanks to that Minifter, with great Pro- 
feifions of Gratitude, for the great Affection his 
Czarifh Majefty had exprefsid for the Republick; 
and then the Council nominated two Depmies to 
confer with the {aid Munifter.

Tbe Archbifhop of Lemberg retiring not long fince

The faid General 
Rheen fent a Letter a few Days ago to our Magi- 
ftrates, in which be dcfi’d them on the Part of the 
Czar his Mafter, to ackn: wiedge no other for Kin 
of Poland than che Perfun that fhall be fairly chofen 
by the Republick, to give no protection to the 
Poles of King Staniflaus’s Party that may take Re- 
fuge in this City, and to allow him Subfiftance and 
Quarters for bis Troops in the Werders or Trac of 


-Country belonging to this City. Upon this our 


Council aff mbled, and refolv’d to return Anfwer, 
that Danizich has always been under an Obligation 
to acknowledge thofe for Kings of Poland that have 
been crown’d, and that they cannot allow the Mu 
covires Querters and Provifions, becaufe part of 
the Troops kept by the City for its neceflary De- 
fence having been quarter’d this Winter in their 
Werders, they cannot burthen them any further. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Mar. 22. 
Amfterdam, Mar. 22. Letters from Cracow con- 
firm, that the Mufcovites have taken the“ Archbifhop 
of Lemberg, who crown’d King Staniflaus, and that 
they pretend to keep him Prifoner till General Pat- 
kul be fet at.

The Bithop of Culm, and {ome other Polith Senators 
‘have waited on that King, and affur'd him chat the 
Upper Field-Marihal will joyn him affoon as he re- 
turns to Poland. 

Leipfich, Mar. 19. The Swedchh Secretary Ceder- 
hielm continues at Drefden, but has fent an Exprefs 
to the King his Mafter with King Auguftus’s Anfwer 
to his Demands.
